The communication filed 7/300 is not fully responsive to the Office communication 
mailed 3/3/00 for the reason(s) set forth below and on the attached Notice To Comply With The 
Sequence Rules or CRF Diskette Problem Report. Applicant must comply with the requirements 
of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825) before the application can be examined under 
35 U.S.C. §§ 131 and 132. 

Applicants have submitted a sequence listing comprising 1 nucleotide sequence and 2 
amino acid sequences, apparently corresponding to SEQ ID NOS: 78-79, labeled as sequences 1- 
3. This is not an acceptable submission in that SEQ ID NOS: 1-3 have already been submitted in 
this case and the three sequences were intended to correspond to sequences in Figure 2B for 
which no sequence identifier or sequence listing had previously been submitted. Also, it appears 
that the two amino acid sequences listed in Figure 2B are in fact separate sequences and should 
have separate sequence identifiers. Finally, it is not acceptable to submit a partial sequence 
listing in response to a Notice to Comply. Applicants are required to submit a complete sequence 
listing, encompassing all of the disclosed sequences, a CRF of all of the disclosed sequences and 
attorney's statement that the paper and disc versions of the sequence listing are the same and 
comprise no new matter. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide attempt to comply with the 
requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825), applicant is given a TIME PERIOD 
of ONE (1) MONTH from the mailing date of this communication within which to correct the 



deficiency so as to confly with the sequence rules (37 CFR 1 .9- 1 -825) in order to avoid 
abandonment of the application under 37 CFR 1.821(g). EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME 
PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a).
